The Czech agency said all seven 
defendants had “fully confirmed 
the wording of the act of indict- 
ment.” Earlier, the Prague radio 
Said the defendants had “con- 
fessed their guilt.”

Nails in Bare Feet 
Keep -Doctors Busy 


| By KATHERINE BARNWELL 
The stepping-on-nails menace is here again . 
With the onset of the bare-foot season, tetanus infec- 
tions caused by nail punctures-have become a major health 


hazard. 


An Atlanta doctor reported a sharp upswing in punc- 


ture wounds caused by nails 
The Atlanta Red Cross revealed 
that 359 puncture wounds (most- 
ly caused by nails) have been 
treated at hospitals in the Atlanta 
area so far this year. 
“Such wounds,” the doctor 


stressed, “can be serious.” 
Should tetanus (lock-jaw) de- 


‘|velop, the patient often dies. 


“Tetanus is an infection of the 
nervous system,” he explained. 
“It may be introduced through a 
wound and cause painful spasm of 
the muscles . . . If the muscles in 
the chest become completely para- 
lyzed, death results.” 

But tetanus, he emphasized, can 
be prevented by anti-tetanus in-

Golden About the ’20s 


Our elders lived a gay old life, chillun, and I feel as 
though I speak with good authority. Next time you hear 
& member of the preceding generation apologize for a 

eariness in his bones and the creeping ravages of age, 

t him down. Chances are he contracted those aches 

d pains living dangerously in the rip-snortin’ ’20s, when 

bathtub was used for purposes other than bathing, when 
ight clubs were speakeasies and when a broad was called 


flapper. 


My authority for such an observation is a fillum so heavy- | 
* handed on the nostalgia it makes you choke up inside and 
wish you could have lived those days right along with your 
maw and paw. It’s rocking the foundation of the Art Theater 
this week, a masterpiece in memorabilia done by the March of 
~ Time people and called “The Golden Twenties.” 


« I went primarily to see Jack Dempsey knock out Luis Firpo 
end lose to Tunney, to see Peter DePaolo win the “500” at In- 
dianapolis, to see Gertrude Ederle swim the English Channel, to 
see Man o’ War run again, to see Babe Ruth hit a World Series 
home run and to see Bobby Jones sink the putt that won the 
British Amateur. They were all there, and so much alive that 
the movie house seemed for an hour or so to catch the gregarious 
atmosphere of the times. 


Even the sins of Warren G. 
Harding softened in the years’ 
afterglow. The death of Floyd Collins, who lived for 18 days in 
that Kentucky cave, somehow assumed a glamorous aura. Eu- 
gene V. Debs looked nothing at all like the frightening monster 
who was put behind bars to save the United States from Social- 
ism. Even the bootleg booze they drank lost its mud-turtle bite 
on film. 


The Softening Years 


Only the women’s fashions and Rudy Vallee’s crooning 
suffered atrocities at the hands of the passing years. What 
horrors were those low-waisted skirts! And those comedy 
hats, so low over the brow the dames were given the appear- 
ance of a gopher peering out of his hole. Poor Vallee 
couldn’t make a dime on a street corner these days. His tinny 
whining would have all the appeal of a bullfinch calling to 
its mate. 


The sports giants still stand as giants, however. Dempsey 
looked every inch the blackhearted killer that he was. Firpo, 
in contrast, appeared much less dangerous than the Bull of the 
Pampas he was billed to be. Actually, the camera reproduction 
indicates that he pushed, rather than knocked Dempsey through 
the ropes in that legendary bar-room brawl! at the Polo Grounds. 


I am not so much amazed by Ruth, the mighty monarch of 
the clout, as by the gredt Yankee’s own distinctive physique. He 
was constructed for the type of athletics one practices in a drink- 
ing emporium. That bay window of his would have been a 
= fit on the company boss taking the office force on a 

bor Day picnic. He appeared to be carrying his laundry in- 
side that vast shirt of his. 


Yet, he transported his girth in that unmistakable pigeon- 

» toed gait of his with the grace of a fan dancer. How he 

played the outfield under such a seeming handicap is more 

™ amazing to me than how he hit 60 home runs in a season. 

For “The Golden Twenties,” he wound up and belted a home 

run off Carmen Hill in the first game of the clean-sweep 
World Series of 1927 against Pittsburgh. 


In the spirit of things by this time, the house was swept by 
cheers when Bobby Jones came on to sink his famous putt. And 
when the close-up was flashed on the screen, my wife elbowed 
me and gasped: 
“Gosh, he’s a handsome man!” 


And I recalled a photograph I’d seen of him at Pinehurst, 
made the year of the Grand Slam. It was a reproduction of the 
perfect athlete’s face. 


Old John McGraw, the Muggsy 
Muggsy Was There whose bitter tongue drove the New 
York Giants to pennants and to despair, was there. He had lost 
his boyish figure, but for the cameramen this day he had obliged 
by grabbing a stick and taking a few cuts.

Voters of Fulton County and Atlanta 
emphatically have declared themselves in 
favor of progress and better government 
at less cost.

At Last, 
A New Draft Law 


One of the best indications of the tem- 
oo of the country regarding President 

ruman’s decision to intervene in the Ko- 
rean crisis was the speedy and all but 
unanimous passage by the Congress of a 
bill extending the Selective Service Act 
for a year. 

The House acted on Tuesday, a few 
hours after the President announced 
American armed forces would assist South- 
ern Korea to repel the Communist inva- 
sion from the north. The vote was 315 to 
4. Wednesday the Senate followed up 
with unanimous passage. 

As it now stands, the draft bill permits 
the President to call for induction of men 
as well as to call into service the National 
Guard and Reserve components of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. The only re- 
striction is that the total of those in serv- 
ice, cannot without additional Congres- 
sional authority, exceec the present maxi- 
mum combined strength of the armed 
forces which is set at slightly over 
2,000,000. 

It is a good bill. It should have been 
passed weeks ago bu: with the Russian 
“peace offensive”—which has turned out 
to be just another cover-up for aggressive 
plans — many members of Congress 
thought it unwise to give the President 
authority to give the order for inductions. 
The entire issue was pre-emptorily decided 
by the Korean invasion. 

The Korean episode is only a mild ex- 
ample of what might happen in a tense 
world situation at a time when Congress 
is not in session. To refuse to give ihe 
President all the powers thet m+ be need- 
ed to deal with any eventuality of that 
nature is a disservice to the country. Prob- 
ably Russia’s latest move has brought a 
great many Congressmen around to that 
line of thinking.

Someone Must 
Keep the Peace 


WASHINGTON — The basic consideration 
back of the President’s momentous decision in 
the Korean crisis was that we could not afford 

to retreat in the face of the latest Communist act of aggression 
without losing the confidence of the other nations of the world 
who, through the United Nations, have joined with us in a pro- 
gram of peace, law and order. 


To have let South Korea go to the invading Communists from 
the northern part of the divided country would probably have 
meant the collapse of much or all of everything that has been 
done in the past three years in organizing resistance to Com- 
munism. Other nations, large and small, would have been led to 
conclude that the United States, most powerful of the United Na- 
tions group, could not be counted on when the chips were down. 


Doubt As a consequence, the whole resistance program we 

_ have carefully organized at much cost and effort might 
have collapsed and come apart. Even with the assurance we have 
given the Western European Democracies of mutual aid through 
the North Atlantic Pact there has been a certain amount of vacil- 
lation among our allies. Remembering how slow we have been to 
act in past world crises, some of them have doubted that we could 
be relied upon to throw our power into the balance when the need 
arose. 


Mr. Truman’s dramatic decision, taken after consultation with 
his cabinet and the leaders of both major parties in Congress, 
should go all the way in reassuring the peace-loving nations of the 
world that we do not intend to let the United Nations organization 
go the way of the old League of Nations, which failed in its pur- 
pose because it never sought to back up its edicts with anything 
more than wild economic sanctions. 


By employing military force to back up the United Nations, Mr. 
Truman, as the head of the most powerful nation in the world, has 
served notice that the United States stands ready to lend _ active 
military aid to any country that is threatened with Communist 
aggression. It is an historic decision. 


The decision was not an easy one to make, save on moral 
grounds. It involved a certain calculated risk of plunging us into 
World War III, since the Russians are known to be the motivating 
influence behind the North Korea Communists. If Moscow should 
undertake to back up the Communist invaders, then the new war 


would be upon us. 

. We had no way of knowing what the Russians 
No Telling would or will do. But the odds were and are 
against war. In our orderly way of thinking, it is inconceivable 
that the men of the Kremlin would be willing to go that far. Yet 
that is precisely what the Japs did in launching their attack on 
Pearl Harbor. 


Whatever the risk, the President did not hesitate to assume 
it. From the standpoint of morality and our prestige abroad no 
other course seemed open. Mr. Truman met the issue “head-on,” 
as most of the editorial comment has put it. Considering that this 
is an election year, a more timid man in the White House might 
have sought to play the crisis safe by taking less direct action. 


No one can say that the man from Missouri now directing the’ 


country’s destinies has any timidity about taking positive action 
when world affairs demand American leadership. He did the same 
thing a few years ago, be it remembered, when a similar crisis 
threatened Greece and Turkey. The result was that Communism 
was kept out of those two countries, as it has been in the Western 
European nations. 


: Somebody has got to maintain the peace of the 
United Front world, protecting the little nations against ag- 
gressors. Since we are the nation with the biggest club the respon- 
sibility seems to fall to us for leadership. It should be gratifying 
to the administration and the President that the country has given 
whole-hearted approval of the action taken. It shows that we can 
be united when the occasion demands, despite some of our petty 
political squabbles on the side. 

As to what is likely to happen in Korea, the best judgment of 
informed official sources is that the invading Communists will pull 
out or be driven out in time and the incident will pass over without 
further ado. The ultimate decision, however, is up to Russia. No 
one believes that she is prepared to provoke a war at this time. 
The answer is the vast preponderance we have in atomic weapons. 
It should be that way so long as we keep the upper hand—some- 
thing ,we have no intention of relinquishing. Costly insurance, per- 
haps, but good protection.

The Racing Problem 


Editor Constitution: The three fatalities that 
have occurred in the three successive automobile 
races held in Lakewood Park recently have 
aroused considerable public speculation on the 
wisdom of permitting racing or, if permitted, on 
what controls should be exercised over these 
races in the future. 

Since the problem has become one of public 
concern, I feel that it is proper for the Greater 
Atlanta Safety Council to address an open letter, 


expressing our views on the best methods for 


handling this serious situation. 


Whether the races are to be continued or not 
is a matter for the city xuthorities to decide, At- 
tendance at these functions indicates that the 
public favors this form of entertainment. As- 
suming that it will be continued, we offer the 
following suggestions as a means of proper con- 
trol to minimize the recurrence of fatal acci- 
dents: 


1. That the city create a Racing Commission, 
vested with authority to.compel proper construc- 
tion and maintenance of the race course and es- 
tablish the locations that may be used by spec- 
tators, so as to protect them; that the Commission 
be required to establish proper mechanical in- 
spection of race cars and physical examinations 
of race drivers; and that they require fire ex- 
tinguishers on the race cars, as well as fire pro- 
tection for the spectators. 


2. As an alternate, and perhaps a more desir- 
able solution, we suggest that the city establish 
the office of Commissioner of Public Safety. This 
official should have absolute contro] over racing; 
also the authority to establish and require com- 
pliance with proper safety regulations that he 
will set up with the approval of Council, by all 
municipal employees; and, further, the Commis- 
sioner should also have authority to establish, 
with the approval of Council, proper safety regu- 
lations for the use and operation of all public 
works, 

The Greater Atlanta Safety Council submits 
these proposals in furtherance of its program to 
reduce accidents and protect human life.

Life Comes to the UN Charter 


WASHINGTON—The Korean crisis is now doing, under the prompt, decisive 


The emergency international police force 
quickly created for the Korean crisis consists, it 
is true, almost entirely, at the outset, of our own 
forces, since we had them in the area and they 
were ready; but other nations have been asked 
by the UN to participate in accordance with the 
charter, and will do so. 


Great Britain came through promptly 
with the offer of 10 warships for “mercy 
work” to help evacuate refugees from war- 
torn Korea, which is part of the function of 
an international police force. 


Thus, the UN made the charter a living reality, 
and the importance of its action cannot be over- 
looked, as it is likely to be in the natural con- 
centration of attention on the rush of develop- 
ments on the Korean front. For this not only 
sets a precedent for future action in s¢vent of 
aggression—if a general war does not develop 
from the Korean affair, but also—if a general 
war does not develop—would seem to assure 
the UN’s future power and prestige. 

It has met the test in this crisis that the old 
League of Nations failed to meet in successive 
threats to the peace—in Manchuria. in Ethiopia 
and in Europe, when Hitler marched his troops 
into the Rhineland. As a result, the League be- 
came weak and impotent, and was powerless 
when the success of those individual forays en- 
couraged the dictators to make war on a world- 
wide scale. 

The Korean crisis, properly capitalized as it 
has been, has produced both machinery for in-

those nations which have sat in fear of Russian 
penetration and aggression. We were not in the 
League of Nations, a fact which, in the opinion 
of many, contributed to its ultimate failure. We 
initiated the United Nations; it was created here 
in our country, and now we have given it back- 
bone and substance by our support and encour- 
agement at a critical time. 


If Russia should-withdraw from the UN, 
from which she has been “walking out” in 
recent months, there still would remain an 
international agency, that would have vital- 
ity and influence in a large part of the world 
among like-minded nations, because of act- 
ing in an emergency that has drawn those 
nations still closer together. 


It could go on from this experience to ‘the 
creation of a stronger union of nations such as 
that envisaged, for instance, in the Atlantic Un- 
ion proposal now before Congress. That, of it- 
self, would not only be a deterrent to aggression, 
but should there come a change in Russia, in her 
ruling clique and a resultant shift of attitude 
toward the rest of the world, there would be 
basis for an eventual world federation with 


‘larger authority which is the real solution. 


That, of course, is for the future. But, in 
the rush of news of armed conflict once more in 
a dangerous section of the world, it is.well to re- 
member that the opportunity seized by the Unit- 
ed Nations has deeper meaning, and offers hope 
to all, who want to see an end put to the gory 
parading of dictators by the rule of law that can 
be enforced.

The Penalty Should Be Death 


NEW YORK—If we recognize the fact that the Communist Party is a criminal 
conspiracy against the United States, all persons who join that party obviously are 
criminal conspirators, subject to penalties provided by Congress and by the several 


states. 


Congress already has held that the party is inimical, in forbidding immi- 


gration and naturalization to aliens who ever were Communists in other countries. 
Some of our courts have even held that knowing but limited association with 
Communists is abhorrent. This has been done in decisions holding that it is a crime to call a mana 
fellow traveler without proof satisfactory to a jury. Thus it is plain that the courts believe the people of 
the United States at this period not only despise Communism but similarly despise persons who are 


mere associates of Communists. 


A fellow traveler is an associate. Thus, also, 
the principle of guilt by association, formerly ex- 
pressed in the phrase “birds of a feather flock 
together,” has been arbitrarily established by the 
federal courts. Congress passed no law to that 
effect, but the courts decides that a Communist 
was a loathsome creature. Going further, they 
held it to be a crime to accuse a man of associat- 
ing with Communists. This rule of guilt by as- 
sociation has been attacked as witch-hunting by 
all the known branches of the criminal anti- 
American conspiracy, as was to be expected be- 
cause they work both sides of the street. 


That is, if any unwary citizen angrily de- 
nounces an obvious traitor as a Communist or 
fellow-traveler, the party and its legal terror 
fall on him and tear him to tatters with law- 
suits. Inasmuch as the conspiracy is a secret, 
oath-bound society of criminals, the problem of 
the unwary individual citizen in proving the 

truth of his suspicions is almost impossible. 


One contributing reason lies in the cunning 
propaganda put forth by venal metropolitan 
newspapers which the gullible people still fol- 
low with respect. This propaganda cries that 
“liberalism” is a noble philosophy often mis- 
taken for Communism by ignorant persons. Most 
ignorant persons like to think that they are in- 
tellectual so undoubtedly a great toleration of 
Communism has been established in this way. 
Such papers include two influential] dailies which 
profess to maintain the principles of the Repub- 
lican Party. Meanwhile, however, they have 
consistently sympathized with Communist causes 
and persons. 

The reasons for this treachery may be sur- 
mised. Pure :tepublican doctrine is dull material. 


munist editorials and political features. They 
decry the pro-American efforts of the com- 
mittee on un-American activities, Senator Mc- 
Carthy and anti-Communist journalists. Every 
expose of a Communist traitor is a witch-hunt 
and a Fascist assault on “liberalism.” 


Working the other side of the street, the 
Communists and the newspapers depicted all 
maintain that it is a terrible infringement of 
political and intellectual] freedom to outlaw the 
Communist Party and cover its false fronts and 
fellow-travelers with oblo uy. 


It is not easy to join the Communist Party 
or its intimate fronts. No Communist can plead 
ignorance. Unlike the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Parties, this one, being a conspiracy, re- 
quires thorough knowledge of its anti-American 
doctrine, capacity for sacrifice and a total con- 
tempt for all phases or morality. Ben Gitlow, the 
reformed chief of the American Communist 
Party, wrote that young girls forsook chastity 
to prove their devotion to the cause. The fel- 
low traveler is not perceptibly less guilty than 
the party member. He knows what the Com- 
munists are up to and his own purpose is to 
help them overthrow the United States.

It carried Ralph 

McGill’s thought-provoking piece on the small 

farmer being squeezed from the land, Doris Lockerman’s inspiring 

story of 100 tenant farmers who have now become farm owners, 

and an editorial on the need for long-term financing at reasonable 

rates, of the change-over on individual farms from all row cropping 

to better balanced farming, specifically livestock raising on pastures. 

There is lots of meat in these discussions even though the facts 

appear to be in conflict. Editor McGill says the small farmers are 

being squeezed off the land and the Lockerman story tells of 100 

former tenants and/or sharecroppers who have now become owners 
of farms. Both of these statements can be proved. 


: . Maybe the truth lies somewhere near 
They Kept Digging the quoted statement of Dean Paul 
Chapman: “The reason the Lancasters struck water was because 
they kept on digging.” (The Lancasters were among the farm fam- 
ilies who told of their experiences in achievement of farm ownership 
after 15 years of effort, and among the experiences was that of 
striking water after many fruitless efforts.) 

Conversely, some fail to strike water because they won’t dig, 
and a great many others prefer to dig elsewhere than on the 
farm. An illustration of this could be found in the fact that all of 
the people involved in writing these newspaper accounts have 
taken their shovels from the farm to other fields of endeavor. Ed- 
ucator Chapman, Editors McGill and Lockerman, all came from 
the farm. 

Your humble servant is the only one among the four who 
reversed the order; he took his digging tools from the city to the 
farm. But all of us changed digging grounds of our.own volition. 
We preferred it elsewhere. And of some importance, too, is the 
fact that we dug. No one can truthfully say we haven’t kept 
digging. 

Few know better than I how hard it is to become the owner of 
a farm when you have to start from taw. Like Mr. Lancaster, it 
took me 15 years. But it was worth it, to me. 


On the other hand, nearly all of the old residents 
of Yellow River (my former neighbors) have 
gone to the cities and like it. They come back driving automobiles 
and tell me of their big wages. One cotton hand is working in a 
nursery, one of the children born on our place is salad maker at the 
Henry Grady Hotel, her sister is helping in the kitchen at the 
same place, our ex-cook is cooking in Decatur and says she is 
happy and wouldn’t want to come back ‘“home.” 

They wanted to get away; I wanted to move in. Who will say 
which of us is right? Who will say about Messrs. Chapman, McGill, 
and the lovely Mrs. Lockerman? Should they have remained on 
the farm?

But Truman and his chief advisers are perfectly aware that 
if this does not happen, it will then become necessary to stay the whole course, using ground forces

This course is clearly implicit in the Presi- 
dent’s decision. Yet the Army may resist it. To 
understand why, it is necessary to go back many 
months, to a National Security Council policy 
decision approved by Truman at the time Ameri- 
can troops were withdrawn from Korea. This 
policy decision was supposed to answer the ques- 
tion “What will the United States do if the Com- 
munists attack after the American troops have 
left?” 


Because of this policy decision, when the 
Communists struck on Saturday night, a plan 
of American counterattack was ready in the 
top secret files of the State and Defense de- 
partments. This is why an immediate appeal 
was made to the United Nations, and Gen- 
MacArthur was ordered to supply the Ko- 
rean forces with surplus arms, even before 
Truman returned on Sunday from Missouri 
to Washington. 


The National Security Council] had unani- 
mously agreed in advance on both these steps, 
and they were therefore automatic. Yet when 
the Korea policy paper was being written, a 
basic disagreement emerged on a third, and much 
more vital issue. This was whether to send Amer- 
ican forces to Korea, if all else failed. From the

Vy The Personals Column of the Saturday 
Review of Literature may well have attracted as many 


readers to that sprightly weekly as its dissertations on. 


Ezra Pound’s poetry or the question of whether Sex Is 
Important in a Newspaper. 


Piquant to the point of abandon, the ads have fairly gasped 
loneliness, tossing all pride to the winds as ladies and gen- 
tlemen of “superior intellectual accomplishments” have begged for 
a few innocent written words from someone likewise bored with 
the status quo. 


The desperation of these bleeding hearts has become so acute, 
Harrison Smith, President of the Saturday Review, says, the edi- 
tors of the magazine have had to red pencil copy, frequently 
deleting the more purple prose in the interest of restraint. 


“But,” Mr. Smith défends his advertisers. “They reveal a 
deep need in the lives of people. There are mary intellectually 
starved people abroad in our land, and most of them are women.” 

Mr. Smith is a bachelor, a hearty, good-humored man who 
enjoys his freedom but does not flaunt it by deprecating woman- 
kind. In fact, he admits he is a feminist, a type of mental legacy 
bequeathed him by a grandmother in New England who cam- 
paigned lustily for women’s suffrage long before emancipation 
became a popular issue. 


Whether he has been moved by his grandmother’s memory, 
or whether the subject of women’s rights has piqued his sense 
of humor, he did not say, but the wry man has been known to 
actually seek arguments on the issue of women with such for- 
midable opponents as Dr. Marynia Farnham, suthor of “Woman, 
the Lost Sex.” 


“Claptrap,” he says, dismissing the whole idea of defeatism. 
To show you how closely the Farnham-Smith bouts have be- 
come entwined in thought, Saturday Review recently published a 
iece called “More Love, Less Loving,” authored by Mr. Smith 
imself, while the current issue of Coronet magazine boasts an 
article with people-en-brochette called “More Love, Less Sex, 
written by Dr. Farnham. Coincidences never cease, even in the 
publishing business. 


There is a serious problem these days of the educated woman, 
attuned to brisk discussion, her curiosity quickened by learning, 
who finds herself bounded on all sides by home-making for at 
least 20 of the most active and purposefi] years of her life. While 
her husband may be off wresting a living from the world and 
keeping his mental muscles taut, she soon learns to systematize 
the business of food pvrenaration, bed-making, chauffeuring, and 
the million other details that fall to her trained mind.

OPERATION SANDY 


~ Take Time With Your N ails, 
Use Cuticle Cream and _ Lotion

Sandy’s fingernails are nicely shaped, oval, 
and even in length. But the skin on her hands 
is rough and dry as are her cuticles, and she fre- 
quently has hangnails. 

On schooldays, she seldom wears nail polish. 
What did we think of nail polish, she wanted to 
know. Would it help or hurt the condition of 
her nails? How should she apply it to keep it 
from chipping? = 

Certainly nail polish will not hurt her nails! 
But there’s not much sense in calling attention 
to her hands with nail polish unless they are 
pretty hands! 

Did she use a hand lotion, we asked? At 
night? Every time her hands were in water? 
Did she work cream around her cuticles carefully 
with a wooden orange stick wrapped in cotton? 
How often did she change her nail polish? 

Sandy confessed that she never used cuticle 
cream and hand lotion, and she changed her 
polish “whenever she had time.” 

Our first recornmendation was a soft, fluffy 
white hand cream to smooth into her hands at 
night, in the morning, and whenever she washes 
them. She'll need a jar for home use, one to 
keep in her locker at school, another for: her 
desk at work. And when she uses the cream 
on the back of her hands, she will work a bit 
into the cuticle and the skin surrounding each 
nail. This will help to soften the cuticle and 
keep it from growing over the nail. Then, when 
she gives herself a manicure, she will use a 
cuticle remower, placing a drop of the liquid at 
the base of each nail and with her orange stick, 
working it all around the nail. The skin should 
be pushed back and away from the nail, but 
always with the most gentle care. For the cuti- 
cle is soft and easily damaged.

moving the old polish and whipping on two coats 
of new. Period. No wonder the polish chipped 
a few hours after she applied it! 

We pointed out that it takes soap and water 
and a good, brisk scrubbing with a nail brush to 
remove all the oil of the remover and 
cuticle lotion, and leave a dry base to which the 
new polish can cling. 

We recommended, too, the use of a base coat 
to make the polish adhere longer, but cautioned 
her to make certain the base coat was thoroughly 
dry before she applied the, first colored polish. 
Because the base liquid is thinner than regular 
polish, it dries quite rapidly. And this waiting 
time of only a minute or two really pays off. 

After the first coat is applied, all over the 
nail, Sandy again learned a lesson in patience: 
Wait, wait, wait—until you can touch your nail 
lightly and feel that the top of the polish has 
hardened. It might take two minutes, it might 
take five—depending upon the thickness of your 
polish and the humidity of the room in which 
you are sitting. 

Only when this coat has hardened are you 
ready for the second color application. To fur- 
ther keep Sandy’s polish from chipping, we had 
her wipe the tips clean, for it is usually the nail 
tip that is inclined to chip first. 

The color of polish we chose matched her 
lipstick exactly, a true, clear red that will blend 
with any color costume except a pale pink or a 
decided orange one. 

The final touch: Another coat of clear liquid 
—and we used the same as we had used for the 
base—to seal the polish. And again, we cau- 
tioned Sandy to wait—put down that magazine, 
don’t reach for a piece of candy—do nothing, for 
a full five minutes. Give the polish time to 
harden!

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am a woman approaching 
30, married, with a small son, and I am afraid I have 
neither courage nor pride. I love my huvband (I'll call 
him George), but find it difficult to like him as a person. 
_ He provides nicely for his family, but otherw.se he is cold 
and indifferent and never at home. 


Recently I asked him if he would like to be free. He said it 
made no difference to him one way or the other. He also said I 
could, feel free to leave him whenever I wish, and that I may have 
our . However, I am not to expect any financial assistance 
from him at any time, nor am I to take any personal belongings 
if I go, except for a few clothes. 


I have no money of my own and I am actually afraid of facing 
life alone, supporting myself and our son. Am I a coward to 
accept loneliness and rejection in order to conserve the security 
and well-being of our child? Please advise me.—P. T. 


Steady Effort Is Ennobling 


DEAR P. T.: To give credit where credit is due, the Seven- 
teenth Century English poet, Edward Young, composed the fol- 
lowing lofty yet realistic sentiment: “Who does the best his cir- 
cumstances allow, does well, acts nobly; angels cou!d do no more.” 

Doubtless you’ve heard this “familiar saying’ many times in 
one or another popular paraphrase. I think you «nould take it to 
heart, digest its wisdom and make it your sloge.: in adjusting 
yourself to George’s shortcomings. 

If you cannot change your situation in the near future, 

at least you can improve your behavior in it, and your dis- 

position towards it. And as your persenality grows in grace, 

you will discover that others’ reactions to you are changing, 
too, as if by magic, for the better. Even George’s. 

In his fine book, “The Challenge of Marriage” (Duell, Sloan & 
Pearce), Dr. Rudolf Dreikurs keeps the reader rnindful that if 
you have a problem in parent-child, or man-wi'/e, relationship, 
always you are contributing to it in some part. And because of 
the intimacy of these relationships, the slightest alternation in 
one’s behavior automatically invokes a correspondir g change in the 
other person. Thus the only sure way to make ings better is 
to begin on yourself, to correct your own emotiona. attitudes. 


Courageous Choice Pays 


The self-deprecating, pessimistic quality of your letter 
indicates that you have much work to de on yourself, te 
bring your personality up te par for healthy, normal female 
—married, a mother, and approaching 30. You are much 
too hard on yourself in the wrong way, and you don’t 
apply yourself faithfully im the right way. 

To indict yourself as lacking courage and pride, and to think 
of yourself as a coward settling for loneliness and rejection, to 
shelter your child, is giving yourself the worst of it, without real 
justification. There is no lack of courage and pride, there is 
nothing craven, necessarily, about keeping faith with one’s mar- 
riage vows—“for better OR worse”—if the husband discloses a 
difficult, discouraging, hateful bias after marriage. 

Dr. Dreikurs says it is hard to know whether one is making a 
courageous or craven choice, in either going or staying, when a 
marriage seems untenable. But in general, the safe, successful 
rule seems to be (according to him)—‘“Follow the course that takes 
most courage.” That is, if you would be staying with George only 
because you are afraid to face life standing alone, on your own 
feet, then very probably you’d become a stronger, happier person, 
and would experience greater return on effort in every way, if 
you struck out independently without delay.—M. H.

“PieniChicken” 


is the word these days as a record crop of plump broiler-fryer chick- 


ens moves into the markets, all ready. to appear crisp-fried, butter-broiled, or spicy- 
barbecued at family picnics, weekend outings, or evening meals moved from stuffy kitch- 
ens to backyards blessed with a cool breeze. 


chicken outdoors is 
@s simple as that, and imparts a 
tangy fiavor all its own. Now is 
the perfect time for that chicken 
picnic while tender young broil- 
ers and fryers are here in 
Sbundance and prices are low. 
While an outdoor fireplace is 
fine and dandy for those who 
have them, or can use them at 
parks and picnic grounds, it 
really isn't necessary. Anyone 
can make his own outdoor grill 
by borrowing one or two steel 
racks from the family oven, 
setting them up over sturdy 
rocks, bricks or even green 
forked sticks driven into the 
ground. A bed of glowing coals 
underneath, made from wood 
picked up nearby or from char- 
coal, completes the equipment. 
You are now ready to broil, fry 
or barbecue. 
OUTDOOR BROILED CHICKEN 
Chicken broiled between earth 
and sky is something special, 
extra delicious. Better allow 
half of 2-pound bird to each 
hungry person. Use mixture of 
4 teaspoon salt and 1-16 tea- 
spoon black pepper to season 
each half. Brush with melted 
butter, margarine or fat of anv 
kind. Lav skin side down on 
rack, keep heat low, turn occa- 
sionaliy and brush with fat sev-

Broiling time 35 to 
50 minutes, Chicken is done 
when meat on thick vert of 
drumstick cuts easily ard no 
pink is visible at bone. 
OUTDOOR FRIED CHICKEN 
It's easy to fry outdoor chick- 
en, too. Use two frying pans 
with fat about 42 inch deep. Roll 
disjointed pieces in seasoned 
flour (1. cup flour, 3 teaspoons 
salt, ‘2 teaspoon pepper) or 
shake in this mixture in paper 
bag. Fry slowly, large pieces 
first, for 35 to 45 minutes, testing 
for doneness as above. You can 
keep large quantity warm in cov- 
ered roasting pan. A layer of 
paper toweling in pan absorbs 
extra grease. 
BARBECUED CHICKEN 
Barbecuing’s just as easy. 
Count a half chicken for each, 
dip in barbecue sauce and, cook 
as in broiling. Baste every few 
minutes until done. Here's a 
langy sauce you can make at 
home in advance and take along 
in quart jar: 1 large onion cut 
fine, one clove garlic cut fine, 
1 teaspoon sugar, 2 teaspoons

CHICKEN -IN-BASKET 

For a basket picnic without 
benefit of fire, fry chicken as 
above at home, wrap pieces in 
waxed paper or aluminum foil 
and then in several layers of 
newspaper to keep warm several 
hours. Fried slowly and crisp, 
chicken will retain crunchy 
brown crispness many hours aft- 
er getting cold. Allow three to 
four pieces each. For variation, 
roast whole broilers without 
stuffing, basting with melted fat 
during roasting. Serve half cold 
bird to each person. 

Plump young chickens cooked 
creole style and carried to pic- 
nic site in roasting pan may be 
warmed up hours later and 
served over potatoes baked in 
jackets. For open-air accome- 
paniment, old favorites are 
beans cooked in pot, or heated in 
cans with tops off or pierced, 
slaw or green salad tossed on 
spot with vegetables kept cool 
and moist in plastic bag. Re- 
frigerated biscuits or warme 
and-ready rolls may be baked on 
top grill in roasting pan with 
cover.

Bacon-Wrapped Olives and 
Pineapple Chunks—Wrap well- 
drained canned pineapple 
chunks and large stuffed olives 
in half slices of bacon: secure 
with a toothpick. Broil slowly, 
turning once, until bacon is 
thoroughliv cooked. 


SALLY SAVER 


Q. Please give a recipe for 
old-fashioned sweet potato pie 
and one for fig preserves. B. 
H, S. 

A. We believe this is the sweet 
potato pie recipe you particular- 
ly wanted: Boil and mash one 
medium sweet potato. Add two 
well-beaten egg yolks, then add 
twe tablespoons melted mar- 
garine and one-half cup sugar, 
beating well. Add enough rich 
milk (abont one cup) to make 
a thin batter, then add a pinch 
of nutmeg and one-fourth cup 
sherry wine. Pour filling mix- 
ture into an unbaked pastry 
shell. Bake in a hot oven (400 
degrees) for 10 minutes, reduce 
heat to 325 degrees and bake 


15 minutes. Make a meringue 
of egg whites. Spread on pie 


and return it te oven to brown 
lightly. 
This is a very good recipe for 


fig preserves: Wash six quarts 
figs, then add one cup baking 
soda and six quarts of boiling 
water. Let stand 15 minutes, 
drain and rinse in clear, cold 
water. While figs are draining, 
prepare syrup by mixing 8 cups 
sugar with three quarts water, 
bring to boil and boil hard 10 
minutes. Skim, then slowly drop 
figs into it, a few at a time so 
as not to cool syrup. Cook rap- 
idly until figs are _ transparent.

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Long Between 
Meals Period 
Causes Crying 


By GLADYS BEVANS 

Since hunger is one of the 
chief causes of babies’ crying, 
let me say when I refer to 
hunger being the cause of much 
crying, I am not referring to 
the plain hunger of a young 
baby who is simply not getting 
enough to eat. That is, the 
baby may not be fed often 
enough, or he may not get 
enough at each feeding—or both. 
So he cries from the discomfort 
of hunger. 

Two things are responsible 
for this kind of hunger-crying 
which should be generally cor- 
rected. The minor one is that 
too often an arbitrary number 
of minutes ‘s svt for a breast-fed 
baby to nurse, frequently with- 
out relation to the weight or 
activity of the baby. But the 
other more widespread reason 
for a baby’s long-drawn-out 
crying may be, even in addition 
perhaps to the other, a hunger 
left unsatisfied because of a 
rigid feeding schedule, empha- 
sizing the 3-4 hour interval. I 
believe this ill-advised rigidity 
has been responsible for more 
crying hungry babies and ha- 
rassed mothers than any other 
one thing. 

Rigidity cannot be imposed on 
all babies ,especially not at first, 
because in this early feeding, 
we have such factors as: the 
baby’s weight, his individual de- 
| gree of activity, the speed of his 
individual digestion, and a few 
other factors not so definable.
